London, Eng., Aug. 6.—The first naval engagement be- 


tween England and Germany in the North Sea hat resulted in 
a victory for Great Britain. The battle took place Wednesday 
off the Dutch coast and lasted for five hours. 
Seventy-eight 


English sailors were wounded and it is reported that more than 
one hundred. Germans were killed in the engagement, ..The 
ships engaged were the third English flotilla and a flying 
squadron of German vessels, which had been sent out to pro- 
tect the mine laying operations of German ships. 


The liner Kroenigen Luise, which had been equipped with 


mine laying paraphernalia, was. sunk by the British and a short 
time later two of the German war vessels surrendered. The 
Ampheron, flag ship of the English flotilla, was the only Bri- 
tish ship that sustained any noticeable damage. Her batteries 
were put out of commission temporarily by an exploding shell. 


More than two hundred German prisoners were taken from 


the two boats that surrendered end were landed at Harwich.

GERMANS MEET WITH BAD DEFEAT 


(Special to The Herald) 


Brussels, via Paris, Aug. 6.—Several thousand dead and 


wounded is the toll paid by the German army of the Meuse for 
its attack on Liege. 


The Belgians made a heroic defense, repulsing the Germans 


after heavy and continuous fighting. 


The fortified position of Liege had to support on Wednes- 


day the general shock of the German attack. The Belgian 
forts resisted the advance on the city fiercely and did not suf- 
fer. 
One Belgian squadron attacked and drove back six Ger- 


m a n squadrons.

Eight hundred wounded Germans are being transferred to 


the city of Liege, where they will be cared for. 


Prior to the attack on Liege, General Von Emmicli, com- 


manding the German army of the Meuse, issued a proclama- 
tion calling for an open road through Belgium for the advance 
of his forces and suggesting that prudence would show it to be 
the duty of the Belgian people to accede to this, in order to 
avoid the horrors of war. 


The Germans committed reprisals against the civil popula- 


tion of the town of Vise^ eight miles northeast of Liege, burn- 
ing the city and shooting many of the residents dead in the 
streets.

The European siluation is lamentable in the extreme. Ap- 


parently (he nations are on the eve of the greatest war in his- 
lory, and all for what ? What great moral principle or human 
right is at the basis of the impending conflict ? . 
. 


Not one. The resort to force is basedj^htirely upon human 


selfishness and ambition, wliich appear to be as ready as in the 
past to trample under foot all that people hold most dear for 
the gratification of their evil and ambitious desires. There is 
to be devastation by fire and sword. Children by the tens of 
thousands will be rendered fatherless and many aged fathers 
and mothers will be rendered childless by the awful carnage 
that will attend this reversal to barbarism, for it can be called 
nothing less. 


There is no valid excuse for the condition that exists if civil- 


ization and Christianity are anything more than empty terms. 
Through civilization and Christianity men should have learned 
by this time to adjust their differences like men rather than like 
brules, but it seems that the lesson has not been learned. 


As a result there is promised a war which will cause the 


civilized world to tremble, and what the end will be no man 
can foretell. Many nations are already involved, and there is 
no telling what the conflict may lead to. Our own country 
considers itself at a safe distance, and it is to be presumed that 
it is, but the possibilities of such a gigantic war as is threat- 
ened are beyond computation, and it.simply remains for the 
United Stales to attend to its own business and hope for the 
best.

But this country cannot escape the effects of* the war en- 


tirely. 
There will be interference with transportation and 


trade and the effects will be felt in many ways. Some are pre- 
dicting that business here will be stimulated, and possibly il 
may be, but no right-minded people would wish for benefits 
at such cruel and crushing cost to others, consequently the 
existing-conditions are cause for regret and regret alone. 


It is a discouraging situation for those who have been 


dreaming of world peace, for which il is very evident the time 
has not arrived. Forms of government and methods of indus- 
try and warfare have changed, but human nature appears to 
be what it always has been. Envy, selfishness and ambition 
are still powerful forces in the world.
